The Austin-Travis County Emergency Medical Services (ATCEMS) Community Outreach Team conducts child
passenger safety seat check events and provides car and booster seats throughout Travis, Bastrop, Burnet,
Caldwell, Hays, Lee, Blanco and/or Fayette and Williamson counties.  This contract is for the purchase of child
passenger safety seats offered to families in need through the Texas Traffic Safety Grant.  Motor vehicle
crashes are the leading cause of death among children ages three to 14.  The use of child safety seats is
extremely effective and reduces the risk of death by as much as 71%.  ATCEMS has over 30 certified Child
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Passenger Safety Technicians through partner organizations and two certified instructors for this program.
ATCEMS has been providing child passenger safety seats events since 2008.

This contract will be funded through grant dollars from the Texas Department of Transportation and all
purchases will be based on the continuation of the grant.
